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PROVO (AP) — Visitors to state 
parks in central Utah will notice some 
changes next year when they look for 
that promising spot to camp or fish. 


ing the past year, the state 
Parks and Recreation Department 
opened many park concessions to re- 
bidding, and several changes were 
made in park operations. 


At Deer Creek Reservoir, the Parks 
Department took over Island Boat 
Camp and removed the small cabins 
and all other facilities except one rest 
room building. The camp will now be- 
come a day-use facility only. 


Doug and Julie Wagstaff of Heber 
Valley were the successful bidders for 
operation of the camp, and secured a 
10-year contract with an option for 10 
additional years. 


The Wagstaffs are constructing a 


large building that will house a res- ` 


taurant, equipment rentals and a 
store. 


Mrs. Wagstaff said they hope to 
have the restaurant open by the holi- 
days, at least for weekend use and for 
catering to large groups and 
weddings. í 

“We'll start out serving dinners, and 
by next season, hope to have the res- 
taurant in full operation,” she said. 

The Wagstaffs also have built a new 


boat dock they hope to expand by next 
season. 


Al Clayburn, superintendent of 
Deer Creek State Park; said a new 
entrance to the park is a little safer 
than the old one. The area has also 
been cleared to make parking for 500 
vehieles. 


"It has been filled many times this 
season, and people have also parked 
across the highway,” he said, although 
that worries him because families 
Por cross the busy road to reach the 
park.

“We have no acceleration or decel- 
eration lanes near the entrance, so 
driving into the park is still danger- 
ous,” he said. Widening of that portion 
of the canyon road is still probably 
several years in the future, he said. 


Clayburn said Island Park is used 
almost as heavily during winter 
months. “We've had 800 fishermen up 
here in the winter ice fishing,” he said. 


- Courtland Nelson, supervisor of the 
central region, State Parks and Re- 
creation Department, said the depart- 
ment is looking at the need to expand 
recreation facilities because the de- 
mand on some areas is so great. 


Officials are looking at an addition- 
al 22,000 acres at Wasatch Mountain 
Stake Park, with construction of an 
additional 18 holes of golf, winter ac- 
tivity facilities and more areas for 
eross-country skiing and 
snowmobiling. 


“We have added three new conces- 
sions in the Central Region, and we 
plan to add three more next year,” he 
said. 

The Central Region takes in nine 
state parks and the boating on Straw- 
berry and Flaming Gorge reservoirs. 


In addition to the new facilities at 
Island Boat Camp, Nelson is consider- 
ing a new concession and equipment 
rental at Starvation Reservoir, and a 
new store-museum at Dinosaur Na- 
tional Historic Museum. The store 
would handle books and historic infor- 
mation of interest to the museum 
visitors. 


Utah Lake State Park is being re- 
stored after the floods of 1983-84. New 
boat docks have been built, and the ice 
skating rink will open this fall. - 

New vault toilets have been con- 
structed at Rockport Park, Nelson 
said, and the department hopes to re- 
place the old marina and add a sew- 
age dump station.
